, CITIZENSHIP. 


The San Francisco Chronicle says: 


Noticing can be more simple or easily 
understood than the naturalization laws 
of the United States, and yet the gen- 
eral ignorance on this important ques- 
tion ia astounding. 
People who are 


•well informed on a great variety of sub. 
jects are completely without knowledge 
on the methods by which an alien be- 
comes a citizen of the United States. 


If the telegraph can be reliud on, the 


Chief Clerk of the Supreme Court, in 
the city of New York, shares the popu- 
lar ignorance on the subject to a high 
degree. The dispatch states that the 
application of Jot arm Most, the anarch- 
ist, to declare his intention to become a 
citizen was rejected by the Chief Clerk. 
It is stated that in his examination be- 
fore the Clerk, Most said he wou'd obey 
the laws if they weie good laws, but an- 
nounced that he should feel it his duly 
to use force against the authorities to 
secure the abrogation of laws detri- 
mental to the people, whereupon tho 
Clerk refused to administer the oath. 


The naturalization laws of the United 


States make it perfectly clear that the 
Clerk either did not know his duty or( 
overstepped it if he did know it. 
The 


Act of Congress on the subject of 
naturalization provides that an ulien 
may be an in it ted to citizenship in the 
following manner -and not otherwise: 
"First—He shall declare an oath/ * " 
two years, at least, prior to his admis- 
sion, that it is boua fide his intention to 
become a citizen of the United Stutes, 
anil to renounce forever all allegiance 
and fidelity to 
«uy 
foreijju 
prince 


potentate, state or sovereignty, and 
particularly, by name, to the prince, 
potentate, state or sovereignty of which 
the alien may be at the time a citizen or 
subject." 


That is all there is of tho first step 


toward eitizansbip—the declaration of 
intention, as it is called; and it will bo 
observed that it contains no promise ou 
the part of the declarant to obey tho 
laws of the United States, goo'l, bad or 
indifferent, nor, in fact, to do anything 
but to renounce his allfgiauco to his 
then sovereign. 
If the Chief Clerk 


asked Most whether he would obey the 
laws, he undertook to add something to 
the Act of Congress which was beyond 
bis functions; and if he based his refusal 
to administer the oath on the giound of 
Host's answer to such a question be 
made a most egregrious blunder. 


Had the applicant been for final ad- 


mission to citizanship the case would 
have been different, as then the Court 
must be satisfied of the good moral 
character of the applicant, which it 
would puzzle Johann Most to show; 
bat there is time enough to make that 
inquiry when he applies for his final 
papers. At this time it is a piece of 
stupidity and impertinence to ask any 
anon questions. 


The Inter State Commerce Commis- 


sion meet in New York City ou the 20th 
of the present month.

cipal issues that will be discussed is 
that which deeply interests the citi- 
zens of Nevada. 
Governor Pattison in- 


tends inquiring into the tiulhfulness of 
the statement made under oath by Mr. 
Stubbs, General Freight Agent of the 
Southern Pacific Kailroad that Nevada 
is decreasing in wealth and population. 
It makes the JosmuL man smile, when- 
ever ha hears tnia subject mentioned. 
And he often asks himself why don't 
the railroad company send a special 
agent to Reno and see how we are get- 
ting along with the boom?
